CHICAGO, Sept 23.—The eleventh 


annual session of the American 
Bankers' association began here this 
morning with a very large attend- 
ance, fully 500 representatives of

der shortly after 10 o'clock by Ly- 
man J. Gage, of this city, president 
of the association, who delivered »n 
address tenoning upon the silver 
issue and other matters likely to en- 
gage the attention of the delegates. 


The executive committee offered 


the following : 


Resolved, That it is the sense of 


the convention that the coinage of 
silver dollars under tbe compulsory 
law of 1878 is detrimental to the best 
interests of tho people, and danger- 
ous to the welfare of the government, 
and that the law should be immedi- 
ately suspended and remain inopera- 
tive until an international agreement 
of the leading commercial nations 
shall give substantial assurance as to 
the future relation of gold and silver 
as money. 


Col. W. T. Trenholm opened the 


discussion, favoring the resolution.

GLASS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Allusion to Its MimufMtare M»ny Centur- 


ies Before the Christian Era—The Trea* 
ores of the Mllcados. 
The extreme antiquity of civilization 


In China is proved (ii proof be wanted) 
by the fact that parts of the "Shoo 
King" were undoubtedly written more 
than two thousand years B. C., when 
the Chinese were already acquainted 
with writing. In these books are al- 
lusions to glass, which yield unmis- 
takable evidence of its antiquity. Thus 
we find it stated that the Emperor 
Shun, on receiving the crown from 
Yaou, who abdicated 2145 B. C.; "ex- 
amined the gem adorned 
turning 


sphere and the gem transverse tube, 
that he might regulate the seven di- 
rectors, or regularly governed bodies." 
The writer of this must have had some 
constructed instrument connected with 
astronomy in his mind's eye. Tha 
"Shoo King" is full of evidence of a 
verv high state of civilization in China; 
thus in one book wo are told the wild 
tribes brought tribute of oyster pearls 
and strings of pearls not quite round, 
to Yu, 2004 B. C. If the Chinese un- 
derstood glass making they would soon 
begin to copy these pearls; and we find 
under Ou ti. about 140 B. C.. a manu- 
factory whore false pearls were made 
of I cu U, a species of glass made from 
an herb, probably fern. Our great 
ignorance of ancient Chinese literature 
makes it difficult to collect true inform- 
ation on many points. We know they 
understood tho art of glazing pottery 
at a very early date, and on this ac- 
count v.-cro possibly more 
careless 


about glass making. Porcelain was in- 
vented, it is suppo^d, about 185 B. C., 
the writing on the bottles found in 
tombs was used in the century beforo 
our era. Tho martyr god of porcelain 
was a potter who throw himself into 
tho furnace one day, when from want 
of fuel the falling lire would havo 
spoiled the contents of the kiln—an 
unexampled instance of devotion to his 
art. 
The celebrated patra or alms 


bowl of Buddha is alluded to by a Chi- 
nese writer of 1350, quoted by Mr. Nes- 
bitt: "In front of the image of Bud- 
dha is a sacred bowl, which is made 
neither of copper nor iron; it is of ft 
purple color and glossy, and when 
"truck it sounds like glass." This bowl 
may havo been brought from the west 
to Ceylon, but it proves an acquaint- 
ance with glass on the part of the Chi- 
nese writer. A Portuguese traveler in 
China, G. da Cruz, writing to Sebastian, 
King of Portugal, about 15GO, says at a 
banquet given by a very rich merchant, 
"the house was built with a loft and 
very faire, with many faire windows 
and casements, and all of it was a mir- 
ror;" what the mirrors were made of 
he does not explain, nor if the case- 
ments were filled with glass, but this 
is one of the earliest notices concerning 
life in China, as tho Arab, El Edrisi, 
1154, 
does not seem to have lieen him- 


self in China. IIo says: "Djan kou is a 
celebrated city, the Chmoso glass is 
made there." Djan kon has not been 
satisfactorily identified with any exist- 
ing city, but the passage shows that 
Chinese glass was supposed to exist. 
M. Labarte thinks it probable that fine 
porcelain, and not glass, is really 
meant by El Edrisi. but an Arab of the 
twelfth century is unlikely to hava 
made 
any 
confusion 
between 


the 
two 
substances, 
with 
which 


he must have been perfectly familiar. 
Mr. Nosbitt, who has collected together 
many allusions to glass in the writings 
of tlie early Jesuit missionaries, says 
the words "po li'1 were in use for a 
gloss at a very early time. Nearly all 
French writers on glass allude to the 
tale of a piece of crystal being taken 
in China tor H»e real material of which 
heaven is made. The original narrator 
of this account is Father llicci, who 
left Europe 1583 A. D. and spent some 
years m China; be states that he gave 
a prism of glass to a native convert, 
one Chuitaso, who put it into a silver 
case with gold chains, and "adorned it 
further with a writing that it was a 
fragment of that matter whereof the

The island of 
fflanri'is supposed to have been sub- 
merged by the anger of the, gods, some 
scoffers having painted' the faces of the 
idols red; no ona escaped save, the 
Prince Peiruun and his family, who 
reached China, where tho clay of their 
arrival is still kept as a festival—the 
people row about in boats and call on 
"Peiruun." Much interest was excited 
a. few years ago by an account of the 
exhibition of many antique articles at 
Nara, the ancient capital of the Mika- 
dos of Japan, near Kioto, tho present 
capital. Mr. Campbell describes this 
exhibition. It is supposed that each 
Mikado had put aside some important 
treasure and dated it, before the re- 
moval of the Government at the end of 
the eighth century to Kioto, where it 
has remained ever since. Among these 
treasures is a glass ewer about a foot 
high, which is entered in the original 
list of the articles deposited in the sort 
of barn where they have been pre- 
served. As no certain knowledge of 
glass-making in Japan exists, it has 
been suggested that this ewer was im- 
ported either from China or by Arabs 
before the eighth century, and being 
considered a curiosity was deposited 
among the treasures. 
It is possible 


that before long some Japanese writer 
may be enabled to throw some light 
on the whole subject of glass in his 
native country. 
A recent traveler de- 


scribes a very curious vitreous sponge 
with threads which seem as if com- 
posed oi spun glass, found on the east- 
ern coast of Japan.—Chicago 2'imc3.

He gives a singular account 


of some very curious ancient tea bot- 
tle* called "maatsubo" (best of ves- 
sels.) thry are shaped like small bar- 
rels with a short neck, are transparent, 
very thin, and of a white color tinged 
with green. 
The Japanese believe 


they give a higher flavor to tea kept in 
them, and assert that old tea recovers 
its virtue if put into a maatsubo bottle. 
They are found by dirers sticking to 
tho rocks of the submerged island of 
Mauri near Formosa.

Some Interesting Statistic* Relating to 
Newspapers and Other Periodicals. 


• A correspondent has compiled some 
interesting statistics &s to the total 
number of newspapers and other peri- 
odicals published in every part of tho 
world, and ho bring tho total number 
up to 35,000, thus giving one to every 
28,000 inhabitants. Europe, according 
to his calculations, has 20,000 news- 
papers, Germany coming first with 
5,500, of which 800 are published daily, 
the oldest being the Post Zeilung. pub- 
lished at Frankfort in 1C16, while tbe 
one with the largest circulation is tho 
Berliner TageblaU, which prints 50,000 
copies. Great Britain comes next with 
4,000 newspapers, of which 800 aro 
published daily, while France has -1,090, 
of which 360 only aro daily. Italy 
comes fourth with 1.400 newspapers, 
of which '200 aro published at Rome, 
140 at Milan, 120 at Naples, 9-i at 
Turin and 79 at Florence, the oldest 
being the Qazelta di Qcnova, first pub- 
lished in 1797. Twelve hundred news- 
papers are published in Austro-Hun- 
gary, of which 155 aro daily, the most 
remarkable of the Austrian journals 
being one Called Act/t Cornparalioms 
Liierarum Universarum. which is a re- 
view of comparative literature, with 
contributors iu every part of the world, 
each of whoso articles is printed iu its 
native tongue. Spain , has about 850 
journals, of which a third are political, 
and Kpssia has ouly 800, of which 200 
are printed at St. Puter.vburg and 75 at 
Moscow. , Several of these journals aro 
published in three different languages, 
and there aro also four published in 
French, three in German, two in Latin 
and two in Hebrew, besides several 
others 
in 
Polish, Finnish, Tartar 


aud Georgian. 
Greece has upwards 


of COO newspapers, of which 54 ap- 
pear at Athens, while Switzerland has 
450, 
aud Holland and Belgium about 


300 each. There are 3,000 journals 
published in Asia, of which no fewer 
than 2,000 appear in Japan, but in 
China the only newspapers not pub- 
lished by residents at the treaty ports 
are the Ntng-Pao, an official journal 
published at Pekin, tho Clien-Pao, and 
the r/u-Pao, published at Shanghai, aud 
the Government journal, which was 
brought out in Corca last year.

Africa can boast of only 200 papers, of 
which 30 appear in Egypt and the re- 
mainder iu the colonies of England, 
Franco, etc. Tho United States pos- 
sesses 
about 12,500 periodicals, of 


which 1,000 are published daily, the 
oldest being tho Boston News, which 
was first published in 1794. Among 
tho United States journals there aro no 
fewer than 120 edited and published by 
negroes, the oldest of these being the 
Elevator, which was brought out at 
San Francisco about eighteen years 
ago. 
Canada has 700 newspapers, a 


considerable portion of which are pub- 
lished in French, and in South America 
the Argentine Republic comes iirst 
with 60 newspapers. Australia has 700 
journals, nearly all published in En- 
glish, and the Sandwich Islands eight, 
of which five are in English and three 
in the native tongue. Out of the 35,- 
000 periodicals enumerated above. 10.- 
500 are in English, 7,800 In German, 
6,850 in French, l.WO in Spanish, and 
1,450 in Italian. — 7.a Figaro.

A'SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


Tragic Death of a Young Wife and; 


Mother near Blue Mound, 


Yesterday afternoon, William Blanks, 


a young German farmer living five miles 
northwest of Blue Mound, while taking 
an old-fashioned German revolver out 
of a cupboard drawer, accidentally -shot 
his wife, Henrietta, in the left breast, 
near the heart, death resulting in lees 
than an hour. 
Two men, Louis Hemp- 


stead and Albert 
Jones, had visited 


Blanka'a bouse after the dinner hour, 
and while in the yard they began talking 
about trading articles. One of the call- 
ers had a violin, and Blanka had nothing 
but a revolver, which he went into the 
house to get and show to his visitors 
Mrs. Blanka was standing near the cup- 
board when William took the revolver 
out of the drawer. As he did eo the 
hammer caught against the edge of the 
drawer, and the pistol was discharged, 
the bullet striking Mrs. Blanka in the 
breast. She ran out of the house and 
sack upon tha ground. Blanka followed 
her quickly, and threw his arms about 
her, calling for one of the men to go for 
Dr. Tobey right oil'. She died within 
forty-five minutes, telling her husband 
good-bye. The pistol was a six-shooter, 
and had but one cartridge in it. Mrs. 
Blanka will be buried to-morrow. She 
leaves an infant, 12 months old. Her age 
was 24, and she married Blanka two years 
ago. Coroner Perl held an inquest last 
night, and the jury relumed the follow- 
ing verdict:

When the lato Mr. Rarcy, tbo borso- 


trainer, visited Kngland, I listened 
with ranch attention to the prelimi- 
nary discourse, and watcned his mode 
of dealing with horses which were sup- 
posed to bo incorrigibly savage. After 
tho performance 1 called upon him, 
and after giving the meed of praise 
which was duo to his treatment of the 
horse, took evccption to his discourse. 
He told tho audiouco Unit hcconi|Ui>rrd 
tho horse becauso he possessed reason, 
whilo tho horse possessed only mttmct. 
I pointed out that bus practice and lm 
theory wero diametrically opposed to 
each other, and that if this lior-o di<) 
not possess rea-on. that of tlie man 
would have nothing to act upon. 
In 


fact, ho c')in|ucr«d the horse not became 
it had no reason, but because the 
reu.son of the man was superior to that 
of tho animal. 
His lirst move was to assure thn 


borso that ho was not afraid of it, and 
was not going to hurt it, so that it 
need nut bo afraid of him. His next 
move was to make the horse bolicvo 
that ho was the stronger of the tivo 
Therefore, bo never shouted at tho 
animal, nor attempted to drag it by 
force. 
Still less did ho beat ,it, or m- 


llict pain upon it. Ho scarcely spoke 
above his breath, and always in a gen- 
tle and soothing manner, and no mat- 
ter what the horso might do, never lost 
his temper. 
But ho so contrived that 


tho horse found itself 
obliged to do 


an\ thing that Rarey required from it, 
without knowing how or why. When 
Karoy strapped its fetlock to its knee, tho 
horse found it could not release itself. 
Its intellect was not able to discriminate 
between the strap and tho hand which 
fastened it, and so tho animal believed 
that tho man was stronger than iLscll. 
and yet would nofVirt it. This im- 
portant lesson having been learned, 
and tho horse having placed absolute 
conlidcnoe in him, the next lesson was 
to teach it that it need not be afraid of 
olhor objects which might terrify it. I 
have scon a horso fly at Rarey as if ho 
had been an infuriated tiger, screaming 
with fury, snapping with liis tooth, 
striking with his forelegs, lashing at 
him with its hind feot. 
In twenty 


minutes Rarey was running about tho 
aroa, with his hands in his pockets, and 
tho horso trotting after him with his 
no-,0 on his shoulder. 
'Ihe hor"o is a curious thing. It is 


at onco tho most timid and tho most 
courageous of animals. A horse which 
will il"y or balk at a feather blown by 
tbo wind, will charge a battery without 
llmchiug, simply because it ha-s been 
taught to face cannon, and the feather 
is Htrangc to it. 
Acting on thin princi- 


ple, Rarey then taught, tho animal that 
it need not bo afrauFof the most alarm- 
inp; sights and Bounds, and in a short 
time bo could open an umbrella in the 
horse's face, iiro all the chambers of a 
six-shooter revolver close to his hoad, 
or beat a drum under his nose, without 
causiuc it- slightest alarm. So rapidly 
does tae hor.ie learn under a good in- 
structor, that scarcely half an hour 
was occupied, first in laming the horse, 
and then in teaching these lessons. 


Not long ago I witnessed an intor- 


cstino- sccno at one of tho groat junc- 
tion stations in England. Three of tho 
prmcipallines converged upon it and 
carriages are perpetually being shunted 
from one lino to tho other. 
This task 


is mostly performed by horses, and tho 
animals" know their business so well 
that they aro not even accompanied by 
drivers." 
One of theso horses was 


standing alono in tho middle of tho 
tracks and lacing a locomotive. Sud- 
denly the engine blew off steam in 
front, enveloping everything in vapor, 
and producing a roar loud enough to 
startle even 
a 
stroug-nerved man. 


When tho vapory cloud was dissipated 
there was the horso standing in his 
place. 
Ho was perfectly calm and had 


not moved a foot. 


Country-bred horses 
are 
always 


afraid of railway-trains when they lirst 
see them. 
But, when they tind that 


the noisy, rushing monster does them 
no harm, their reason telh them they 
need not be afraid of it, and in a day 
or two they will graze close to tho 
track, without even lifting their heads 
as the train rushes by. When bicycles 
lirst camo into use horses were sadly 
frightened by them, and in England an 
attempt was made- to suppress bicycles 
because horses were afraid of them. 
Wiser counsels, however, 
prevailed, 


and in a. short time the horses treated 
tho bicycles with perfect indifference. 


So. if a horso should balk or shy, thq 


very worst plan is to drag at the bridle, 
shont at it, or beat It. Tho creature 
bulks or shies because it is fnghtenec1 
needlessly nt soiuelu. ng. The rider 01 
driver should tlieiofore try to lind ou! 


cause of the horse's alarm, and; 


show it that there is no 'ground 


for fear. 
No balky horse ever baffled 


Rarey. and if we-, would .treat o^ 
horses in the same considerate manner, 
we should in the frrst place see fewet 
balky horses, and in tho next, we, 
should soon bo able to euro tho animal 
ot this vico, which is only' anothef 
name for groundless fear. In fact, in- 
all our dealings with the horse, w« 
should consider it not as a mere mil- 
chine, but as a being which possesses 
reason essentially the same as that 0' 
man, but of less power and grasp. 


Even in guiding the horse, it is betto 


both for tho animal and the man thaj 
tho reins should be used as lightly aj 
possible, and the whip not used at all, 
It can bo done, and is done, not onlj 
in England, but in America, An adn 
mirable example of the case with whic* 
the horse can be guided by an intellit 
gent and kindly driver came before mv 
Sotico a few years ago. I bad occasion! 
to drive to Streatbam, a place about 
live miles distant from mv house. OD 
llbo way I noticed that the driver did 
tiot use his whip, though tho road was 
a. hilly and tioublesomo one. Of course 
1 complimented him on his kindness, 
and was surprised when tho man told 
mo thai bo did not possess a whip, no( 
being such a fool as to want one. Tho 
same 
carriage 
conveyed me homfl 


n»ain. and 1 kept a careful watch on 
the driver. Then I found that lie did 
not even use the reins, but that ha 
guided the horses entirely by his voice. 


A long and steep hill lies about half- 


way between Streatham and my homo. 
At the foot of tho hill, the driver de- 
kcended, and walked up the road, the 
horse following him. 
After we had 


"one about half-way up the hill, tlio 
driver turned round anil said- 
"Now 


vou may have a rest." He then re- 
sumed his walk. The horse went on 
uutil she reached a lighted lamp, and 
drew up under it, the driver continu- 
in<T his walk. 
After awhile, he turned 


round and said: "Now, my Ipdy, if 
vou aro quite rested, couio on." 
She 


tuTiuHl hor head, looking at him as if 
to acknowledge bih remaik. and then 
resumed 
lic-r portion. 
She had not 


rested sufficiently 
The driver went 


on, mill presently the horso turned 
round ot her own accord and iollowetl 
him to the summit ol tlio hill.

On talking with the driver at the end 


of the journey, 1 found that he studied 
tho clmraclei "of tlio horse for himself, 
und had acted upon his studies.

said, ami rghtlv, that Ihe horso wants 
to obey man. It only wishes to find 
out what aro in duver's intentions, 
and \vill carry them out better it it bo 
not kept in n state of constant terror,
